It stands to reason, then, that 
Washington’s claims that It wishes 
to bring the situation back fo 
normal In Lebanon are at odds 
with the facts] It Is clear that the 
US military presence Is disrupt- 
ing the search for mutually ac- 
ceptable solutions among various 
political parties In Lebanon. Es- 
sential to that would be a halt 
to the hostilities opening up the 
way lo dialogue based on mutual 
trust. But this will only ba forth- 
coming at such a time as the USA, 
Israel and other Western nations 
bring to an and their military 
pressure on the national patriot- 
ic forces. 

As long as their military pre- 
sence continues any such dial- 
ogue Is Inconceivable while fhe 
Lebanese problems remain virtu- 
ally Insoluble. Meanwhile Wash- 
ington's "peace-keeping minion” 
amounts In effect to turning Le- 
banon Into Ks military beach- 
heed. This b corroborated by Ihe 
Reagan administration’s plans fo 
move the Marines to another 
area In Lebanon. 


From the first Washington has 
been averse to solving the Le- 
banese problem to the benefit 
ol fhe entire nation. If that had 
really been Its aim, It should 
have taken bul a few slaps In 
that direction, and first and fore- 
most make Israel withdraw Its 
occupation forces. The national 
patriotic forces see this as es- 
sentia! fo bringing about an 
atmosphere of mutual trust In fhe 
country, and this would be 
further helped, they believe, by 
putting en end lo Ihe presence 
of fhe US, British, French and 
Italian military contingents. 

Washington, however, Is still 
working on Ihe assumption that 
its military presence In Lebanon 
will encourage a situation en- 
abling It lo bind that country 
hand and foot to American 
policy In the Middle East.

Aiboke canal has helped don Mr 
tho water supply kn the fields 
on Iho Kora Dulak stale-run 
farm In Kirghizia, a Central 
Aston republic, cancelling the 
■need to expand lis Irrigation 
syslem. 

The rational use of water Is 
a major gcal In Kirghizia which 
now has over a million hec lares 
of Irrigated fainiland. Pro- 
grammes for the construction of 
new canals and ihe iccon si ruc- 
tion of old ones demand that 
they be provided with leakproof 
coverl ngs. Such concrete cover- 
ing* have been made for over 
300 kilometres of canals Lhua 
Hiring enough water every year 
to fill several large reservoirs. 


A new fish farm has been 
commissioned in Ufa, tho capi- 
tal of the Bashkir Autonomous 
Rrpuhlic, with b capacity of 
40 million fry every year. 

Fisheries of this type are ra- 
pidly developing In the Soviet 
Union within the purpose-orlen- 
led programme dubbed "Pond" 
which provides. In part, foi the 
designing and introduction of 
new technology for fish pro- 
duction. Virtually all farm ope- 
ration should be mechanized 
and nufomaled. the ponds venll- 
tnted, fertilizers correctly ap- 
portioned and preventive meas- 
ures taken lo cut out epidemic 
among fish. 

In this country 350 state fl- 


she rles operate with a tola) 
pond area of 217.2 thousand 
hectares. Besides this, the Mi- 
nistry ol Agriculture ot tho 
USSR has sol up 1,200 speciali- 
zed farms ol smaller size, an- 
nually producing 32 thousand 
tonnes oi fish in 145,000 hecta- 
res of ponds. 

Exports consider that thermal 
power plant reservoirs repre- 
sent a considerable reserve of 
fish production. More than one 
million tonnes ol fish can be 
obtained annually. 34 such 
farms are operating in this 
country while a general plan of 
utilizing power plant waste 
waters provides [or ihe con- 
slractlon of another 72 farms. 


FIRST NUCLEAR PROJECT 
IN LITHUANIA 


A 1.5 million kW power block. 
Ihe world's largest, has been 
put at full load at the Ignalinn 
nuclear project In th B Baltic 
Republic of Lilliuania. 

The commissioning of the firsl 
block Is the result of a com- 
bined effort from all the Soviet 
constituent republics.

The use ot gas as a car fuel has some Inconvenien- 
ces, Including the need to liquefy fl and keep It und®/ 
pressure. Therefore special gas tWtng stations are 
needed, which Is an expensive project, 

However, natural gas can be used to produce 
methanol which can be used as.o car fuel. As soon dS 
lbe chemical Industry has completed a feasible process 
lor converting gas Into methanol, rood transport will be 
able to make wide use of this promising futol.

II may be paradoxical, but It 
la a fact: whon twenty years 
ago 22-year-old Oleg Yankovsky 
made Ms debut Id two films at 
once Bnd became a popular ac- 
tor. many critics prophesied that 
bis success would be short-li- 
ved. And it Is quite true that 
dcspllo his work al the Saratov 
Drama Theatre — where be was 
given the opportunity ol playing 
dream roles (I'rince Myshkin in 
Dusloyevsky's "The liUol", (or 
instance) and acquitted hitnscll 
lvilh Hying colours— for almost 
tr.n ynais Yankovsky acted In 
tllnu that were either mediocre 
or complete write-offs. 

Until suddenly today (though 
ol nuitflo In reality Micro was 
nothing sudden about It. (or 
Yankovsky nil the lime conti- 
nued to try himself out In new 
roles, to search lor new approa- 
ches, etc., polishing Ills talcnl) 
Yankovsky, In my view anyway, 
has become l lie most Interesting 
of Soviet actors with a brilliant 
future ahead of him. 

Ilnw can one explain Yankov- 
sky's surcessf Did ha |us( strike 
lucky f |lo has certainly landed 
somo very choice rules, lie 
plays Lenin, for instance. In the 
Lenin Komsomol Theatre's pro- 
duction of Mikhail Shalrov's 
piny “B'.ue Horses on Red 
Grass". In I ho "Mar of Enchant- 
ing Happiness" he played llio 
poet Rylcyev, a brilliant rebel- 
lious figure who died a roman- 
tic death, and In "The Racing 
Drivers" lie ads Use part ol a 
reckless driver whose behaviour 
leaves a lot lo be desired. In 
Mark Zakharov's television Him, 
"That Very Same Baron Mun- 
chausen", he plays the tltlo role. 
All Iho characters played by 
Yankovsky were accepted and 
understood, though not always 
admired, by his audience. 

His success may be due lo a 
variety of reasons. To the fact, 
for instance, that ho fa o very 
contemporary and Intellectual 
actor. Perhaps because (here Is 
something enigmatic about Yan- 
kovsky himself: we read Id the 
laughing eyes of a man accus- 
tomed lo victory lhat he under- 
stands each of the characters he 
plays, and knows that much 
more about him than we do. 
And by compelling us lo Uve 
the life of his hero, while at tho 
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same lima remaining sllghlly 
aloof from him, he forces us to 
look al ourselves anew. Thus in 
Ills poilrayal ol Sergei, in Ro- 
mau Baloy ail's film, " Flying in 
Dreams and in Life", he forced 
a whole generation to think — 
a generation of 40-year-old 
"boys", who aro unable lo put 
Iho talents which they undoub- 
tedly have, to good use.

A manuscript of the work of 
the Azerbaijan classical poet, 
Nizami Gyandzhevl, copied In 
1239 In Ilia poel's native 
Gyandzh, has been found at the 
India Office library In London. 

R. Aliyev, a scholar from 
Azerbaijan, who discovered Ihe 
manuscript, comments as fol- 
lows: 

The works of the great an- 
cient poet and philosopher 
have been copied many times. 
So It 1s hardly surprising that 
texts were distorted and vari- 
ous additions made. In Azerbai- 
jan large-scale preparations aro 
In progress to publish a new 
trillion of Nizami bused on res- 
tored texts. This Is why this 
manuscript which has not been 
mentioned by any scholar Is so 
valuable.

INDIA DISCOVERS 
MORE OIL 


Sovtransavto, the Soviet hau- 
lage organization, has opened a 
new international line linking 
Moscow and Paris, Us twentieth 
permanent rouio to date. 

Trucks bearing Moscow num- 
ber plates now go to 27 coun- 
tries In Europe and Asia, said 
B. Kalenlkln, first deputy chief 
of the Sovtransavto general dl« 
rcclorate. This year, our trai- 
lers made their first runs to the 
People's Republic ot China. 

Most of tho routes are be- 
tween ono and a half and two 
thousand kilometres long. On 
somo lines, part of tho route Is 
by ferry, for Instance, the linos 
between Moscow and London, 
and Moscow and Stockholm. 

The Soviet trucks will make 
the journey lo Paris twice a 
month, the some goes for tho 
French trucks travelling to Mos- 
cow. 

Sovlrnnsiivto carries all sorts 
of cargo. Among our constant 
Items aro huge generators for 
power stations, stago properties 
and sets for Moscow theatres 
going on tour abroad, and exhi- 
bits for International exhibi- 
tions. In addition we carry 
books, televisions, machine 
tools, spares and sophisticated 
electronic machines. We have a 
special half-trailer to transport 
fragile cargrx 

Trucks on regular lines also 
deliver small consignments ol 
cargo. 

Over the 15 years since it 
was founded, Sovtransavio has 
increased Us volume of interna- 
tional cargo haulage several 
times, ft is expected lo achieve 
a 70 per cent lncreaso In Its ope- 
rations In the current five-year 
plan period. 


A new oil field was found on 
the continental shelf of the In- 
dian eastern coast, Minister ot 
Stale for Petroleum Gsrgl Shan- 
kar Mlshra told the parliament 
In Dolhi. Two oil-bearing walls 
on tha Godavari shallows in the 
Bay of Bengal are now being 
assessed for their potential. 

Up to now oil has only been 
found off India's western shores. 
The new find will markedly cut 
down tho cost of shipping oil 
overland and more fully fill the 
country’s energy needs. 

Arter gaining independence In- 
dia set out to build their own oil 
Industry, with considerable: assis- 
tance from the USSR. To Illus- 


trate, in 1982 the oil refining fa- 
cilities built with Soviet aid pro- 
cessed 4! per cent of Ihe total 
national oil yield. 70 per cent of 
Ihe country's oil output Is pro- 
vided by Indian-Soviet projects 
as woll. 

The local media emphasizo tho 
fact thal It was Soviet specialists 
who proved I list Ihe Indian con- 
11 nental shelf contained oil des- 
pite Western arguments to the 
contrary. In 1956 India set up a 
government commission for oil 
and gas to carry on prospecting 
work. Oil was found in Gujaral 
and Assam states, as well as on 
the continental shelf close to 
Bombay. 


Intercoop designed 

for trade with socialist countries 


Tho [tallan Iniercoop associa- 
tion which deals In international 
cooperative exchange as well os 
in constructing and equipping en- 
terprises, was set up in 1950 by 
a league of Italian cooperatives 
specifically for trading wllh tho 
USSR and other socialist coun- 
tries. This was told to MNI by 
Giorgio Cicciono, tho head of 
Iho Inlcrcoop olltce In Moscow. 

Acting through the Soviet 
Soy u zkoopv ne.sh I org, the Italian 
cooperatives have for (ha past 
25 years been buying from tho 
USSR such Hems ns: pumpkin 
seed, horns and hooves, honey, 
mushrooms nuts and raisins, and 
In return havo delivered to tha 
USSR clothes, shoes, knit ware 
and canned meat. 

For a number or years Inter- 
coop also delivered clothes, 
shoes and leather products to 


the USSR by contracts with Raz- 
noaxport. 

In 1903 Iniercoop bought wool 
wastes and combings from So- 
viet Exportlyon. Cicerone says 
that In Iho future the volume of 
such transactions could bu 
sharply increased. 

Also during 1983 Intercoop 
bought a trial hatch of hand- 
woven mgs from Nm-oexpoit. 
Tho Italian association would 
like lo lncreaso theso purchases 
lo 2-3 million dollars ond lo Im- 
port conslderobta quantities of 
souvenirs to Italy: scarves, hand- 
[tainted trays, etc. The associa- 
tion Is also Interested |n direct 
puicha5es of peat from the 
USSR. 


Iniercoop began deliveries of 
furniture to this country through 
contracts wllh Mebelinlorg.
